Furthermore, O'Neill has been quoted by the newspaper 
"Boston Globe" (November 4, 1977) as stating he purchased 24 
shares of Glenside stock in 1958 for $10,000. In addition, 

O'Neill informed the newspaper that he received $108,000 for 
the sale of his Glenside stock, $50,000 at time of closing and 
the balance to be paid over the subsequent ten years. O'Neill 
has reported the proceeds of the Glenside sale on his Congressional 
Financial Disclosure Form as recently as May 8, 1980. 

In addition to the various described transactions 
involving the Jamaica Plain's psychiatric hospital, O'Neill 
was involved in a $150,000 SBA loan guarantee involving the 
Bristol Nursing Home, located in North Attleboro, Massachusetts. 
Review of public docviments determined that prior to May, 1970, 
a partn ership was formed in Massachusetts w hich included both 
O'Neill I b wninq 11.25 percent 

of the firm. The partnership applied fora SBA loan guarantee 
for the $150,000 through the Commonwealth Bank and Trust Company. 

On October 4, 1971, the partnership submitted a form to 
the SBA (Form 912) which listed O'Neill as a guarantor on the 
SBA loan guarantee. O'Neill specifically denied any interest 
in the Bristol Nursing Home partnership. The form purportedly 
contains the true signature of O'Neill. Further review of an 
SBA Office of Investigations report provides information that 
O'Neill contributed $645 by check to his partnership capital 
account in May, 1971. Subsequent to the SBA approval of the 
loan (October 21, 1971), the partnership "forgave" a capital 
indebtedness of O'Neill to the firm for $11,257.70.

DETAILS ; Investigation in this matter was instituted upon allegations 
that close associates and staff members of Speaker O'Neill were 
aiding him in business ventures by concealing his ownership interests 
in several health care facilities, and at the same time, utilizing his 
influence in securing Government finances for these ventures. 

Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD), Securities 
Exchange Commission (SEC), and Small Business Administration (SBA) 
records show a complicated pattern of interlocking corporate financial 
transactions, which may be constructed to conflict with information 
contained in applications for Government loans filed with SBA and HUD.
